They present the correct native pronunciation and into- 
nation of all the words used in the Vocabularies and conjugation drills, 
and, moreover, exemplify these words in the Reading sections of each and 
every one of the lessons studied in the course of the first academic year. 

With such unusual means of supervised guidance the task of both 
teacher and students becomes one of profitable recreation. Teachers can 
save much valuable time by drilling the pupils with the language records ; 
the lesson may be reviewed as often as necessary; and students will have 
the precious opportunity of mastering correct pronunciation and conver- 
sational fluency by means of choral repetition and team work.
